PLANS NOT DEFINITE 
AS YET. - 


While admitting: that the ques- 
tion of remadelling the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank building” had 
Leen under consideration for some 
time, Bank authorities this morm- 
ing declared that reports in’ the 
vernacular press were not’ quite 
correct inal) their particulars, 


Officials sald that some few 
months nyo it was decided to 
renovate and rebuild the Bank 


building shortly, but no definite 
time had been sct down for the 
begining of the task, That the 
work would be begun next year 
was improbable, as the Bank's 
architects, Messrs. Palmer and 
Turner, had not yet been instruet- 
ed to make a survey of the build. 
ing preparatory to drawing plans 
of the proposed alterations. 

in addition, nothing definite has 
been decided on the amount to be 
allocated to the work or what 
arrangements would. be made 
while the building fs under recon- 
struction. 


Exceptions—and Why. 


Notable exceptions . are Aua- 
tralin, Argentina, Chile, Brazil, 


which have been forced off the 


gold standard through incapacity 
to meet their liabilities. 

These are all “debtor” coun- 
tries, ic, countries largely finaue- 
ed by foreign capittiT, the interest 
on which has te be paid out, of 
what they produce; and they have 
fniled to make onda meet because 
their products are to-day serious- 
ly undervalued as against the 
products of the countries that lend 
them money. This is a major 
cause of economic dislocation, 

Most of the world's currencies, 
then, are yold- standard  cur- 
rencies; but most of them also, 
since the war, have undergone re-, 
‘voustruction. Indeed, Britain and 
America are, I believe, the only 
bellierent countries whose ¢ur- 
rencies successfully withstood the 
ordeal of the war and Its after- 
math. 


France After the War. 


Take for example the case of 
France, whose economic position I 
propore to discuss in some detail, 
France, like most other bellfger- 
enta, came out of the war {nsol- 
vent. She was pushed, by force 
of circumstanecs, ao for along 
the perilous path of Inflation that 
she could not hack her way back, 
She was compelled. that is, to mect 
her national Habilities by print- 
ing puper money, which—as, of 
course, always happens-—dimi- 
nished in value aa it ineronsed in 
bulk. . 

Finally, in 1926, when it looked 
as though the franc was going the 
way of the murk (which, sa every. 


one knows, collupsed altogether, 
reducing Germany to economic 
chaos), a desperate effort way 


made to stabilise the. .posltiog, 
France returned to the gold stan. 
dard and a stable currency-— 
stuble, that is, in terms of other 
currencies—but on a basta of 124.2 
franca to the pound sterling in- 
stead of 265.2 frances as beforo the 
war. 

In other words, she went into 
voluntary liquidation, declaring a 
dividend of approximately four 
shillings in the pound.

“A FAILURE EIGHT 
TIMES OUT OF TEN.” 


A young thlef's criticinm of the 
Borstal syatem waa read at West- 
minster Police Court recently. 

Michnel Kennedy, aged 23, waa 
charged with having been found at 
A iam. on the! roof of a hose in 
Wilton-road, 8. W., and with stent- 
ing property from bed-rooms at tre 
Wilton and Marne Hotels. 

Kennedy, who ts on Heence from 
Borstal, pleaded guilty, and in a 
written statement said: “I was 
sentenced to three yenrs Borstal in 
1029 for acrime I didn’t commit. 1 
soon found: some cleyer young 
crooks’ among my companions, and 
I picked up o few useful things 
that would help me when I waa re- 
leaned. I might tell you, Str, that 
Rorstal ia a failure eight times out 
of ten. 5 
“Nothing Ia taught a young 
offender that would be any good’ to 
him, and so he finds himsdf no 
bleger rogue when he geta out. 
One has only to go to Dartmoor, 
Parkhurst, Maidstone, or even locnl 
prisons to find more cx-Borstal boys,
